‘This is the only feesible ground. of de- 
fonce, and the only ono on which Mf 
Laing ventured, when introducing his 
budget, some years ago, to tho Cal- 
atta Legislative Council. But even 
this is sufficiently weak, for it suggests 
tho objective question—how much we 
havo done towards stimulating, if not 
creating, the demand.
